Death likely over drugs 


gasoline Canada shouldn’t 
be dependent on gasoline 
from hurricane plagued ar¬ 
eas in the U.S., said Premier 
Ed Stelmach.

“It puts pressure on 
families; it puts pressure on 
government services.”

Police have identified 
the man who was found 
dead Tuesday morning on 
the construction site of 
Balwin School as 22-year- 
old Nasir Mohamed Said. 

It’s believed that Said 
was murdered over a drug 
deal gone wrong. 

Area residents and shop 
owners speculate that he fre¬ 
quented Village Acres, a 17- 
bloclc housing complex 
southeast of Balwin School. 
Village Acres management 
said that Said was not a regis¬ 
tered tenant in the complex. 

“Ninety-nine per cent of 
Somalians are very conserva¬ 
tive people. People that live 


in this complex live here be¬ 
cause of the safety of lan¬ 
guage and culture,” said Ali 
Mohamed, while working on 
his van in a trash-littered al¬ 
ley of the complex. 

“If he was involved with 
drugs, there is a good chance 
he grew up in North America 
and was not bom in Africa.” 

Neighbours recalled hear¬ 
ing the common sound of 
gunfire from the direction of 
the schoolyard, hours before 
Said was found dead. Autop¬ 
sy results confirmed that he 
died as a result of gunshot 


wounds. 

“When I moved here, I 
thought I’d be moving to a 
nice area, but it’s not,” 
Omar said. 

Said, originally from 
Toronto, was not known to 
police in Edmonton, but 
was wanted on outstand¬ 
ing warrants in Ontario 
and Fort McMurray. 

His body was discovered 
by a constmction worker 
on school property a few 
hours before children be¬ 
gan to arrive Tuesday 
morning. 

Police tape still fluttered 
around areas of the school 
yesterday, though students 
were allowed back outside 
for recess.

Stelmach says no to fixed elections dates 


Premier Ed Stelmach says 
he isn’t keen on bringing in 
fixed voting dates to Alber¬ 
ta, but vowed his govern¬ 
ment will make changes lat¬ 
er this fall on how provin¬ 
cial elections are handled.

Livni to become next PM 

Israeli foreign minister replaces Olmert as party leader

Foreign Minister Tzipi 
Livni was set to be Israel's 
next prime minister after a 
comfortable victory yester¬ 
day in a party leadership 
election to choose a 
replacement for Ehud 
Olmert. 

“The good guys won,” 
the former corporate 
lawyer and one-time 
Mossad intelligence agent 
told supporters within the 
ruling centrist Kadima par¬ 
ty after exit polls gave her 
a clear margin over retired 
general Shaul Mofaz, the 
transport minister. 

Livni received 47 to 49 
per cent of votes cast on a 
turnout of about half of 
Kadima’s 74,000 members. 
That was comfortably 
ahead of Mofaz’s 37 per 
cent and well above the 40- 
per cent threshold needed 
to avoid a runoff second 
round. 

Palestinian peace nego¬ 
tiators - and possibly the 
sponsors of the peace 


process in Washington -- 
were among those ap¬ 
plauding as official results 
began to confirm a win for 
Livni, who has led talks 
with the Palestinians. 

But the daughter of sto¬ 
ried Zionist guerrilla fight¬ 
ers of the 1940s will re¬ 


quire combative spirit and 
political flair to consoli¬ 
date her goal of becoming 
Israel’s first woman leader 
since the redoubtable Gol- 
da Meir in the 1970s. 

Olmert has said he will 
resign as soon as Kadima 
has a new leader, but the 


outgoing premier, who 
could be indicted for cor¬ 
ruption, has also vowed to 
exercise his right to stay 
on in a caretaker capacity 
until Livni forges her own 
coalition government. On¬ 
ly then can she assume the

Australia grants 
license to clone 
human embryos 


science The Australian gov¬ 
ernment has issued its first 
licence allowing scientists 
to create cloned human 
embryos to try and obtain 
embryonic stem cells. 

The in vitro-fertilisation 
firm Sydney IVF was grant¬ 
ed the licence and report¬ 
edly has ac¬ 
cess to 7,200 
human eggs 
for its re¬ 
search. 

If the firm 
is successful 
it would be a 
world first, 
the Aus¬ 
tralian gov¬ 
ernment's Na¬ 
tional Health 
and Medical Research 
Council (NHMRC), which 
granted the licence, said 
yesterday. 

Scientists in other coun¬ 
tries have made stem cells 
they believe are similar to 
embryonic cells using vari¬ 
ous techniques, but none 
have been able to extract 
embryonic stem cells from 
cloned human embryos. 

An Australian ban on the 
research was lifted in De¬ 
cember 2006 after a rare

16 killed in bombing at 
U.S. embassy in Yemen

Antibiotics may be linked 
to cerebral palsy: Study 


A once-used practice of 
giving antibiotics to some 
women at risk of 
premature birth may have 
increased the odds their 
children will develop cere¬ 
bral palsy and other prob¬ 
lems, British researchers 
announced yesterday. 

The study published in 
the journal Lancet looked 
at women at risk of prema¬ 
ture labour who had no 
signs of infection. 

The study was led by Sara 
Kenyon, a researcher at the 
University of Leicester. 

“We don’t think it is the 
antibiotics themselves but 
rather the situation the an¬ 
tibiotics are given in,” she 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view.

Consumer still at risk with 


mortgage changes: Experts

The change to mortgage¬ 
lending practices isn’t the 
crackdown it’s meant to 
look like, experts say, and 
it doesn’t make Canadians 
any safer from large debt. 

In July, Ottawa an¬ 
nounced a decision to 
tighten rules governing 
mortgage-lending prac¬ 
tices to protect Canadian 
homebuyers. Under these 
rules, the amortization pe¬ 
riod for financial guaran¬ 
tees from the government 
for insured mortgages — 
meaning Ottawa pays off a 
mortgage insurer should a 
worst-case scenario hap¬ 
pen and a buyer is unable 
to pay the premium — has 
been reduced from 40 
years to 35 years and un¬ 
der. Homebuyers also need 
a minimum down pay¬ 
ment of 5 per cent, effec¬ 


tively eliminating zero- 
down mortgages. Buyers 
also now require a mini¬ 
mum credit score. 

The changes have 
sparked nationwide debate 
among owners and buyers 
as to whether it helps or 
limits options. John 
Podlewski, president of 
debt elimination service 
Debt Freedom Canada, 
says this is a case of optics. 
He argues Ottawa is put¬ 
ting on the air of shielding 
homebuyers from 40-year 
amortization periods, but 
the difference between 
them and 35-year periods 
is marginal at best (see 
chart, below). 

“Nothing has happened 
to protect the consumer 
from debt. You might have 
more money in-pocket 
with a 40-year period, but 
100 per cent owing going 
in is 100 per cent owing 
coming out the back end,” 
he said. “The financial in¬

stitutions are still making 
a buck, and the govern¬ 
ment gets to look like the 
good guy.” 

On Tuesday, Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper said 
in order to stimulate the 
economy, first-time home- 
buyers would receive a tax 
credit of up to $750 should 
a Conservative govern¬ 
ment be elected to office. 
But an expert estimated its 
impact would be modest: 
Doug Porter, deputy chief 


economist at the Bank of 
Montreal, told the Canadi¬ 
an Press that such an in¬ 
centive would be unlikely 
to draw in new homebuy¬ 
ers. 

A possible reason for the 
existing changes, specu¬ 
lates Jim Murphy, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of the Cana¬ 
dian Association of Accred¬ 
ited Mortgage Profession¬ 
als (among the groups Ot¬ 
tawa consulted before 
making the new rules), is

that more homebuyers, 
particularly young ones, 
are choosing no-money- 
down mortgages with 
longer-term amortization 
periods. Amounts owing 
are growing as well: Mur¬ 
phy says Canada’s home- 
owners collectively carry 
$900 billion in mortgage 
credit. That number grows 
by 10 per cent every year. 

“Thirty-seven per cent of 
Canadians who have taken 
out a mortgage in the last 
year have chosen amortiza¬ 
tion periods of 30, 35, and 
40 years,” Murphy said, cit¬ 
ing a report his group pub¬ 
lished in 2007. (This year’s 
report is due in late Octo¬ 
ber.) “It will be much high¬ 
er when we ask them that 
question this year.” 

What has been underre¬ 
ported in the media, Mur¬ 
phy says, is the disadvan¬ 
tage the changes present 
to immigrants looking to 
buy a home. 

“How does a new Cana¬ 


dian, with some income 
but a zero credit score, get 
a mortgage that requires a 
minimum credit score of 
620 to be guaranteed?” he 
asks. 

In terms of hurting the 
buoyancy of the housing 
market, Murphy thinks the 
new rules will have mini¬ 
mal effect. While in a slow¬ 
down, he says it still re¬ 
mains strong. In terms of 
protecting consumers 
from crippling debt and a 
house-rich-cash-poor situa¬ 
tion, Podlewski says the 
changes have even less ef¬ 
fect. 

“You need to plan your 
entire future. Your house is 
only a part of it,” he added. 
“Do you want to serve cof¬ 
fee at 65 because you 
haven’t properly planned 
and you owe too much 
money? I get my Tim Hor¬ 
tons in the morning and 
it’s either a snow-top or a 
no-top behind the counter. 
It can happen to you.” 
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Beware of surprises

Rotten joists, missing car¬ 
pets and dead soldiers 
buried in your backyard — 
buying a home can come 
with all kinds of nasty sur¬ 
prises. 

The beautiful home that 
you’ve just purchased can 
house a litany of hidden 
horrors that you will be 
left to fix after you move 
in. A B.C.-based realtor ad¬ 
vises that there’s no way 
around it. You must expect 
— and inspect — the unex¬ 
pected when you finally 
sign on the dotted line. 

“It’s a situation where 
the buyer really has to be 
thinking caveat emptor,” 
says Tom Everitt, a Vancou¬ 
ver Island-based real estate 
agent and co-author of 
True Real Estate Stories, a 
compendium of odd and 
sometimes gruesome anec¬ 
dotes from the world of 
home buying (thinlc- 
tom.com). 

“An inspection should be 
the first thing on most peo¬ 
ple’s minds. Problems will 
inevitably come up and an 
inspection will show you

what those problems will 
cost to fix.” 

An inspector won’t catch 
everything wrong, Everitt 
notes, as they can only vi¬ 
sually investigate the 
house. He knows first¬ 
hand: While Everitt and 
his wife were resodding 
their backyard, they dis¬ 
covered the gravestone of 
Sgt. Joseph Morley, a 
World War I veteran. 

Another key is to get as 
specific a contract as possi¬ 


ble. Some legal agreements 
concerning what will re¬ 
main in the house on 
move-in day are detailed 
down to the light switches, 
Everitt says. Some of his 
clients have walked into 
their new home under the 
impression certain ameni¬ 
ties would be there, only to 
find the seller took those 
items with them, he adds. 

“The more thorough the 
contract, the safer you are. 
We had buyers moving in¬ 


to a townhouse where the 
previous owners removed 
the carpet,” he said. “The 
owners said, ‘Well, we 
took it with us because we 
heard they were going to 
install hardwood flooring,’ 
but the contract stipulated 
that the carpet would be 
there. The buyers were fu¬ 
rious. Besides that, carpets 
are specifically measured 
to the details of the house. 
What kind of person 
would want to take it?” 


If you do discover some¬ 
thing untoward about 
your purchase, you can 
launch a lawsuit; having a 
specific legal agreement 
strengthens your claim. 
Everitt says you must con¬ 
sider the costs of such a 
suit, however. 

“Pick your battles,” he 
says. “Do you really want to 
take someone to court over 
missing light switches?” 

More importantly for 
those buying a new home 


is that the contract is clear 
on who covers the warran¬ 
ty, which can often be the 
builder themselves. These 
people are the ones to ap¬ 
proach should your home 
become more interesting 
than you intended. 

“If the house is built as 
just a one-off, you better be 
darn sure you know what 
you’re buying,” adds 
Everitt. 

“You don’t want to get 
stuck with a lemon.” 
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Pear patience 

The most difficult thing about a pear is having patience — waiting long enough for them to be ripe, but not overripe. A firm pear can take up 
to a week to ripen. To ripen quicker, place in a loosely closed brown paper bag. Handle pears with care to avoid bruising, metro news services

What a perfect pear 



One medium pear has about 100 calories and is a very good source of dietary fibre (remember to 
eat the skin) and a good source of vitamin C. 



Crisps are wonderfully 
easy to toss together and 
much less stressful than 
making pastry. They are 
also wonderfully tasty, 
particularly served warm 
with ice cream, frozen yo¬ 
gurt or custard. 

Pear and Cardamom Crisp 

This is an all-purpose 
fruit crisp — use seasonal 
fruit, peeled if necessary 
and match fruit with spice 
such as pears with car¬ 
damom, peaches with nut¬ 
meg or apples with cinna¬ 
mon. Add some berries or 
dried fruit — raisins or 
dried cranberries, or 
chopped candied ginger. 
You can also add nuts to 
topping for a little added 
crunch. Makes 4 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 4 to 5 cups (1 to 1.25 L) 
sliced (firm but ripe) pears 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) berries 
(blueberries, blackberries, 
fresh or dried cranberries) 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) oatmeal, 
rolled oats or quick cook¬ 
ing (not instant) 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) brown 
sugar 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) all-pur¬ 
pose flour 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) ground car¬ 
damom (or nutmeg or cin¬ 
namon) 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) melted 
butter 

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 3 5 OF 


(180C). Place pears and 
berries in a buttered 6 cup 
(1.5 L) baking dish. 

Combine oatmeal, flour, 
sugar and cardamom. Stir 
in butter until mixture is 
all moistened; spoon even¬ 
ly over fruit. Bake 40 to 50 
minutes or until fruit is 
tender and topping is 
crisp. Serve warm. 

Tips: 


• Pick of the Crop: The 
most common pear is a 
Bartlett, a bell-shaped, 
sweet pear with a light 
green skin that turns yel¬ 
low when ripe. Bose pears, 
a later season pear, are 
elongated with a slender 
neck, russet-coloured skin 
and a fine texture. With a 
more crunchy texture, 
these hold their shape, 


making them good for bak¬ 
ing or poaching. Anjou 
pears are more egg-shaped, 
aromatic and mildly sweet; 
they show traces of yellow 
when ripe. Harvested in 
the fall, these pears store 
well into the spring.

Tart has a bittersweet affair 


The Modern Baker by Nick 
Malgieri is a collection of 
150 straightforward 
recipes with gourmet ap¬ 
peal, striving to bring suc¬ 
cess to even the busiest of 
bakers, with the bulk of 
the preparation taking un¬ 
der one hour. DK Publish¬ 
ing offered Metro a recipe 
for this decadent tart: 

Bittersweet Chocolate Tart 

Nothing could be sim¬ 
pler — or better — than 
this tart. The flavour of the 
filling is of course entirely 
dependent on the quality 
of the chocolate you use, 
so hang the budget and get 
the best available — you 
only need a single pound. 
We’re fortunate that 
chocolate is now labelled 
with its cocoa content — 
the actual percentage of 
ground-up roasted cocoa 
beans used in the mixture. 
For this tart, I use choco¬ 
late in the 65 to 70 per 
cent range. More than that 
might be just a little too 
bitter. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 cup heavy whipping 
cream 

• 1 cup light corn syrup 

• 1 pound (450 grams) bit¬ 
tersweet (not unsweet¬ 
ened) chocolate, melted 
and cooled 

• 6 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, softened 

• One 10- or 11-inch (25- or 
28-cm) Press-In Cookie 
Dough crust, (recipe avail¬ 
able in the book, pg. 165), 
baked 

• 1 tablespoon chocolate 
shavings for finishing 

• Confectioners’ sugar for 
sprinkling 

METHOD: 

Combine the cream and 
corn syrup in a medium 
saucepan and whisk well. 
Place over medium heat 
and bring to just a slight

simmer — about 140°F 
(60°C). Pour the cream into 
a bowl and let it cool to 
110°F (45°C) — you’ll be 
able to insert a fingertip in 
the cream and leave it 
there without any burning 
sensation. 

Pour the cooled cream 
mixture over the choco¬ 
late and use a small whisk 
to mix it in, just to com¬ 
bine smoothly, without 
whisking air into the mix¬ 
ture. Let the ganache stand 
at room temperature until 
it is cool to the touch, 
about 85°F (30°C). 

Whisk in the butter, a 
couple of tablespoons at a 
time.

Celery Root and 
Spinach Soup 

Celery root (celeriac) makes 
a rich soup with lots of 
flavour and a creamy 
texture. 

INGREDIENTS: 

Cooking spray 
1 large onion, thinly sliced 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
1 celery root (about 1 -V 4 
lb /625 g), peeled and grated 
4 cups (1 L) boiling water 

1 reduced-sodium vegetable 
bouillon cube, crumbled, or 

2 tsp (10 mL) vegetable bouil¬ 
lon powder 

2 cups (500 mL) washed and 
trimmed spinach 
Pinch of nutmeg 
Salt and pepper 
Garnish with fresh chives 

METHOD: 

1 . Heat a large saucepan 
coated with cooking spray 
over medium-high heat. Add 
the onion and garlic, and 
cook until the onion is soft¬ 
ened but not browned, 
about 5 minutes. Add the 
celery root. Pour in the boil¬ 
ing water and add the bouil¬ 
lon cube or powder. Bring to 
a boil, then reduce the heat 


to low and cover the pan. 
Cook the soup until the cel¬ 
ery root is tender, about 10 
minutes. 

2 . Add the spinach to the 
soup and stir well. Increase 
the heat and bring the soup 
to a boil, then remove the 
pan from the heat. Cool the 
soup slightly and then 
puree it, in batches, in a 
blender or food processor 
until smooth. Alternatively, 
you can puree the soup in 
the pan using a handheld 
blender. The soup will be 
fairly thick. 

3 . Reheat the soup, if neces¬ 
sary, then stir in a dash of 
nutmeg, salt and pepper. La¬ 
dle the soup into bowls. Gar¬ 
nish with fresh chives and 
serve immediately, serves 4
